A HEAVY drain is now being made 
on this country by the Bank of 
France, the latter having decided to 
resume specie payment. For several 
months this Bank has been drawing 
gold from London, and to fill the 
vacuum thus occasioned the Bank of 
England is now drawing gold from 
New York at the rate of two or three 
million dollars per week. This does 
not look at all favorable to the re- 
sumption of specie payment in this 
country. 


THE Washington Republican 
sounds the key-note of the recogni- 
tion of the Cuban insurgents by the 
United Siates Government.

deep.

The Crowning Infamy—The Be- 
ginning of the End—The Civil 
Rights Measure—The Line of 
Color to be Drawn. 
The infamous Civil Rights bill, the 
legacy left by the dying SUMNER to 
his dearly beloved colored friends, has 
passed the U. S. Senate, as already 
announced by telegraph, and no 
doubt exists of its final passage in the 
House, the Judiciary Committee of 
that body having already agreed that 
the bill shall make no discrimination 
against colored persons in respect to 
the privileges of hotels, common car- 
riers and public schools. The Senate 
was insession all night Friday night, 
reaching a vote Saturday morning at 
74 o’clock, passing the bill by a vote 
of 29 to18,a strict party vote. A 
warm discussion continued through 
the night, the Democrats opposing 
the measure with all their strength 
but to no avail, as the party lash had 
been drawn down’ by a Radical 
caucus, and no Republican dared go 
in the face of this mandate. 

The following condensation of the 
night’s work will be found interesting 


at this juncture of the measure: 


Mr. Stockton concluded his argu- 
ment of Thursday, predicting that 
the saddest consequences woul 
from the passage of the bill. ‘It was 
not a bill fer equal rights, but forun- 
equal rights, as it put the black man 
above the white man. Human na- 
ture had borne all that it could bear 
from this Republican party, and it 
would bear no more. He did not be- 
lieve any party in his State would 
favor this bili under the hollow pre- 
tence that it was for the protection of 
the colored race. He did not believe 
that the people of this country would 
sustain any party in the passage of 
this bill.” 

Mr. Alcorn, of Mississippi, said the 

negroes of his State did not want the 
civil rights bill—they had one now 
more stringent than any Congress 
could pass—but they wanted thesame 
rights in every other State in the 
Union they had in their own. 
‘™Mr. Bogy said the bill was the 
commencement of a series of legisla- 
tion which must inevitably destroy 
the institutions of the country. Such 
legislation would, in the end, destroy 
the existence of the States, and the 
American Senate would be like the 
Roman Senate, Omnipetent in its 
perogations. 

Mr. Cooper said he felt to be silent 
would be treason to his constituency, 
aud streneously opposed the measure 
as dangerous to the citizens and to 
the government itself, and utter ruin 
to the institutions of the country. 

Mr. Saulsbury said the members of 
the dominant party in the cloak room 
might sleep on and laugh on, but a 
day of judgment was coming, when 
the American people would arouse 
themselves from their present apathy. 
He denied the power of Congress to 
enforce companionship of the races 
in the theaters. schools or elsewhere. 
Senators knew that this bill would 
affect the poorer classes principally, 
for not one of those who voted for 
this biJl would send his children toa 
mixed school. It would not only de- 
stroy the common schools of the 
white people, but would injure the 
schools for the colored people 
throughout the whole country. It 
even extended to the hospitals, to the 
alms houses, in fact everywhere, the 
great intent being to compel com pan- 
ionship. He believed the measure 
originated in hostility to the South, 
and from a desire to hold to the col- 
ored voters. 

Mr. Ransom, at a late hour of the 
night, endeavored to obtain an ad- 
journment without reaching a vote, 
but failed. 

Merrimon spoke at some 
length against the constitutional 

ower of the government to pass this 
bill. He said he wanted to address 
the Republican members, but he 
found they were in the cloak room 
sleeping and he had noright to speak 
in that room. 

Mr. Gordon wanted to exclude 
from the provisions of the bill com- 
mon schools and public institutions 
of learning and benevolence. Re- 
jected. 

Mr. McCrery moved as an amend- 
ment to the first section a proviso 
‘that nothing*therein contained shall 
be construed to apply to schools al- 
ready established.’’ Lost. 


When the Chair announced the 
final passage of the billa few colored 
persons, who remained in the galle- 
ries all night, testified their,gratifica- 
tion by elagping of hands. 

Many Republicans regard this bill 
as a dubious measure, says a Wash- 
ington speeial, and no doubt will be 
glad, in case it passes the House, if 
the President will veto it. 

And now the issue is being drawn 
fair and square. Every white Radi- 
cal in the country must declare him- 
self either in favor or opposed to the 
bill. 

What are the people of the coun- 
try, of the South especially, it being 
intended as a direct blow at them, to 
think of the adoption of this iniqui- 
tous measure? It will injure the ne- 
gro rather than help him. The publie 
school system might as well be 
thrown to the dogs, while every pub- 
lic institution in the land will feel 
its baneful influences. We think it 
will serve, however, to break down 
the Radical party, and if this end be 
obtained, then we will but say that 
some good has grown out of it, 

We need not characterize this work 
of Radicalism in stronger terms than 
to brand it as infamous—with all its 
enormities it will be forced upon the 
country. 

White men of North Carolina, 
those who have been hitherto acting 
with a party that adopts this mea-

Marriage in High Life—Particulars 
of the Wedding at the White 
trouse—Engciand and America 

United by the silken Cord. 

The marriage on Thursday last of 
Mr. A. C. Sartoris, a wealthy 
young Englishman, to Miss Nellie 
(craut, has already been announced 
by telegraph and has created no little 
sensation in this country as weil as 
in Kurope. Deeming that our lady 
readers would like to read some of 
tlie facts pertaining to a marriage in 
ihe White House, we condense the 
following facts from lengthy 
account in the Jerald of Friday 
niorning, the //era/d reporter being 
the only newspaper man that suc- 
ceeded in obtaining admission to the 
select cirele that was permitted to 
Withess the occurrence : 

At li o’clock a. m. the head of the 
bridal procession crossed into the 
ihust Room, moving in military ca- 
dence to the measured strains of de- 
lieious music. First came the bride- 
yroom, supported by Lieutenant Col- 
onel Fred. Grant, who was dressed 
in the full uniform of his rank in the 
ariny, and who walked on the right 
of the bridegroom. Then followed 
the eight bridesmaids— Misses Conk- 
ling, Frelinghuysen, Porter, Sher- 
nian, Drexel, Dent, Fish and Barnes 

dressed in white, and moving 
giacefully forward in couples, Pres- 
ident Grant, with the bride on his 
leftarm, followed. ‘hen came Mrs. 
(irant, flanked by her two younger 
sons, Jesse and Ulysses. Following 
these was a small number of the 
bride’s relatives. The bridegroom 
wore a serious, determined look, as if 
he were struggling to keep the agita- 
tion of the moment from being mir- 
rored on his countenance. His bear- 
ing struck meas that of aman who 
was about performing a duty from 
whieh he dare not shrink, and whose 
life depended upon the exactness 
with whieh the duty is discharged. 
Miss Nellie entered with upraised 
head and intentlook. The color had 
‘aded from her face, but she betrayed 
no nervousness, gazing straight be- 
fore her, with eyes fixed with an In- 
tentness that gave dramatic effect to 
her entree. Her step was firm and 
confident, and, if you eould forget 
her pale face, uo queen ever went to 
coronation with a more queenly air 
than Miss Nellie went to meet her 
bridegroom. The President wore his 
usual stolid expression, and directed 
iis vision toa point about five paces 
to the front. Mrs. Grant looked sad, 
yet there was a loitering smile of joy- 
ous pride beaming from her flooded 
eyes. Mr. Sartoris and Fred. Grant 
stepped upon the platform, and stoed 
on the right-hand side. The brides- 
maids halted when about midway be- 
tween the door and the platform, the 
President and the bride passing be- 
tween them. When about three 
paces from the platform, Mr. Sartoris 
stepped doven, and, advancing, met 
the bride and led her to the assigned 
place, on the leftside of the platform, 
when he surrendered her to the Pres- 
ident. Miss Fish stepped up and 
stood beside the bride, the other at- 
tendants forming a semi-circle in 
front of the platform, and Mrs. Grant 
and her two sons standing in rear of 

se, 
= Tiffany at once advanced, and 
at five minutes past eleven com- 
meneced the marriage service, In ac- 
cordance with the ritual of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Not more 
than fifteen minutes were consumed 
in the service. Mr. Sartoris respon- 
ded in a clear, firm voice to the ques- 
tions, the responses being plainly au- 
dible to every one in the room. In 
response to the question, ‘‘ Wilt thou 
have this woman to be thy wedded 
wife,’’ &c., he replied, ‘‘ I do,” using 
a wrong verb. Beyond this he be- 
trayed no lack of self-possession. 
Miss Grant responded in a low, dis- 
tinet voice, though unintelligible to 
those on the outer edge of the assem- 
bly. Aring was used in the cere- 
mony, Mr. Sartoris repeating firmly 


The President look- 
ed steadfastly at the floor, while Mrs. 
Grant held her two youthful sons by 
the hand, and heroically struggled to 
Suppress the mingled feelings of emo- 
tion that naturally agitated the ma- 
ternal breast. Fred Grant gazed on 
the officiating clergyman just as you 
would expect to see him gaze if en- 
gaged in charging an enemy’s bat- 

ery. 

Immediately after the benediction 
Dr. 'Viffany raised the bride’s veiland 
kissed her. Her father, mother, and 
brother’s followed, in the order 
named, when the lady guests press- 
ed forward and presented their greet- 
Ings and the gentlemen their con- 
gratulations. 

Some 125 guests witnessed the mar- 
riage ceremony, and eyerything was 
conducted in a quiet and easy man- 
her. ‘There were a large number of 
bridal presents, aggregating in value 
some 360,000, the President giving his 
daughter $10,000 in money. The 
breakfast table, to which the crowd 
repaired after the marriage, is said to 
have been a miracle dof beauty and 
excellent taste, nothing equal to it 
having been ever before witnessed in 
the White House. The _ bride-cake 
occupied the centre of the table, and 
consisted of six cakes pyramidal in 
form, garnished in the most elabor- 
ate manner with white trimmings, 
manufactured in Europe expressly 
for this occasion. On the top of this 
cake rested a handsome bouquet of 
white tlowers of French ingenuity, 
and on each side of the cake rested a 
tray of natural flowers, extending 
nearly the entire length of the table. 
Extending around the outer edge of 
the table was a ridge of moss, orna- 
mented with flowers, nongot pyra- 
mids of faney design and rare con- 
fections, Charlotte russe in every con- 
ceivable form, faney ices, centre- 
pieces, inscribed to Miss Nellie. From 
the beds of natural flowers that ex- 
tended from the centre of the tabie 
were planted flags and banners dedi- 
eated to the President, the Supreme 
Court, the Army and Navy. 

The couple left for New York at 
1:50 p. m. on a special train, accon.e 
panied by Col. Fred. Grant and a few 
others, arriving at the Fifth Avenue 
tietel at ll p.m. The President and 
wife and the bridesmaids went to 
New York on Friday to bid Mr. and 
Mrs. Sartoris adieu, they sailing for 
hugland on Saturday. 

The President would have prefer- 
red that his daughter’s home should 
be on our own soil, and it 1s Known 
that when Mr. Sartoris first sought 
permission to address Miss Nellie, 
President Grant made it a condition 
that he should become an Ameriean 
citizen and resident. Mr. Sartoris, 
Sr., was also informed by the Presi- 
dent of this sire qua non, and in fit- 
ting terms expressed his appreciation 
of the high honor accorded to his 
son’s admiration for thiscountry and 
his entire approbation of the course 
proposed, Mr. Sartoris was then a 
member of the British Parliament, 
but at the last election was beaten by 
the Liberal candidate. 

Young Sartoris immediately made 
preparation for obtaining citizen- 
ship and residence, and purchased 
property in Michigan. But his el- 
der brother being killed, he, as the 
only living son, beeame heir to the 
entailed estates, which are of large 
extent, and situated in the south of 
England, just opposite to the Isle of 
Wight. Vhis changed the situation, 
and the affection of the parties hav- 
ing ripened into genuine old-fash- 
ioned love, the President and Mrs. 
Grant felt that it was not best to in- 
terfere,and the ceremony of to-day 
has followed. 

Resolutions Adopted by the State 

Executive Committee of the 

Democratic-Conservative Party 
—Plan of Organization. 


The State Executive Committee of 
the Democratic-Conservative party, 
held in this city on April the 16th, 
adopted the following resolutions and 
plan of organization. We give our 
hearty endorsement to the resolu- 
tions,and hope the recommendations

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 


The folowing’ plan of organization 
of the Democratie—Conservative par- 
ty was adopted : 

1. The Executive Committee for 
the State shall consist as at present 
appointed, and shall have all the 
powers heretofore conferred upon it. 

2. The Executive Committee for 
the Congressional and Judicial Dis- 
tricts shall continue as at present 
constituted, until regularly changed, 
and shall have general supervision of 
the affairs of the party in their res- 
pecetive districts. 

3. In.each county there shall bean 
Executive Committee composed of a 
Central Committee of not less than 
three members, and of at least one 
Comimitteeman from each township, 
This Committee shall, under direc- 
tion of the County Convention, have 
entire control of county matters. It 
shall be their duty to see that all the 
details of the canvass are properl 
conducted ; that the polls are attend- 
ed by competent challengers, that 
each Conservative casts his allot, 
and that no fraud is perpetrated at 
the election. They are particularly 
enjoined to take the necessary steps 
for the efficient organization of town- 
ships, and to seek by a wise adminis- 
tration to promote harmony and to 
inspire confidence. 

4. All Executive Committees are 
properly chosen by the Conventions 
held for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive 
Committee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 

6. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and Town- 
ship ofticers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions, 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was ae to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, 'That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Coy, Chairman.

‘You have shown much energy and 
sagacity in adjustment of this claim.’ 
Five years afterwards Secretary Fish 
and Attorney General Akerman de- 
cided that Brazil was not liable. 
That Polk, Buchanan, Marcy, Cass 
and Seward were all wrong. and 
I was called upon to refund the 
money paid to claimant’s agents. I 
will be at home as soon as my health 
will permit.”’

The de- 
feat of the supplementary civil rights 
bill in the House to-day is not a fi- 
nality. To be sure the Senate bill 
cannot be got at except under a sus- 
pension of the rules by a two-thirds 
vote, and that, asshown by the action 
of the House to-day, cannot be se- 
cured; but the Judiciary Committee, 
under its leave to report at any time, 
can report a bill which is a perfect 
copy of the Senate bill, and this can 
be passed by a simple majority and 
sent over to the Senate and there be 
acted on. 

In that way the supplementary 
Civil Rights bill may and within a 
very brief space find itself in the 
President’s hands.
